But the opposite side had not 
stepped at this point. Even Judge Hunter, him 
self, had committed the same act his counsel seek 
to fasten on the speaker’s side. He had appeared 
in his court and committed upon its records a 
similar offense against the petitioners to that for 
which the prisoners were sent to jail. But we care 
not for that. It was true that the entire bar were 
against the position assumed by the State and 
Judge Hunter, and it was pot uncommon for 
judges on the bench to yield their judgment to the 
universal sentiment of the legal mind of the 
country. 3 
In this case, Messrs Gallaway and Campbell 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus, brought it be- 
fore the coum, and Were entiiiced to a discharge, 
unless it be shown that they are deprived of their 
liberty by legal warrant.
